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Manslaughter 
charge laid in

kentville A 26-year-old man 
has been charged with 
manslaughter in the death 
of a Kentville toddler. 

Just a month shy of his 
third birthday, Antonio 
Pinch died in his North 
Kentville home May 8. His 
body was taken to a 
medical facility where po¬ 
lice were called. 

Police are calling it a 
“sudden death.” 

“An autopsy was done in 
this matter, but we’re not 
disclosing any information 
gleaned from the autopsy 
simply because the investi¬ 
gation is ongoing and now 
this matter is before the 
courts,” RCMP 
spokeswoman Sgt. Brigdit 
Leger said Thursday. 

Adam William States 
was charged with 
manslaughter and taken 
into custody until Monday 
for a court appearance in 
Kentville. 

Leger said it took this 
long to lay charges because 
at first they were 
investigating an 
unexplained death and had 
to gather evidence to build 
a case.

Kelly said he was sorry 
— and embarrassed — for 
what happened. 

“I apologize wholeheart¬ 
edly to the security per¬ 
sonnel and Stanfield Inter¬ 
national for my over¬ 
sight,” he said. “I would 
never have intentionally 
caused a security breach 
and I am suitably embar¬ 
rassed.”

weather Conditions are 
brewing for an active hurri¬ 
cane season this year. 

The Canadian Hurricane 
Centre in Dartmouth is pre¬ 
dicting between 14 and 23 
named storms this season, 
eight to 14 of which will be 
hurricanes. Hurricane sea¬ 
son officially begins next 
week, but most storms hit 
between August to October. 

“We’re definitely expect¬ 
ing an above-average sea¬ 
son,” said Chris Fogarty of 
the hurricane centre. 

“If our waters are run¬ 
ning a little warmer than 
normal, then that could 
maintain the tropical char¬ 
acteristic of the storm for 
just a little longer.” 

But it’s not water temper¬ 
atures that are making 
more storms. Fogarty said 
atmospheric conditions will 
determine the “flavour” of 
storms this year. 

Last year’s El Nino meant 
fewer storms because the 
winds are lighter, but 2010 
is a La Nina year, which 
means more storms in the 
Atlantic Ocean.

But no matter how many 


storms are predicted, Fogar¬ 
ty said it just takes one or 
two destructive hurricanes 
to make it a bad year. 

“The idea is to be pre¬ 
pared and understand your 
risks,” Fogarty said. 

People shouldn’t wait for 
hurricane season to get pre¬ 
pared either, said Andy 
Lathem, interim CEO of the 
province’s Emergency Man¬ 
agement Office. 


He said people should 
know the risks of high 
winds and flooding and 
take precautions. 

“We urge people to stay 
away from coastal areas 
during these times of in¬ 
creased risks (of storm 
surges),” he advised. 

There were two big 
storms in the province last 
year — Bill and Danny — 
and they both hit in August.

Group takes action on illegal smokes 


tobacco As sales of contra¬ 
band tobacco continue to 
butt into their bottom line, 
local convenience store 
owners are trying to take 
back cigarette sales. 

“We as retailers think 
enough is enough,” said 
Mike Hammoud, president 
of the Atlantic Convenience 
Stores Association, who al¬ 
so owns a store in Burnside. 

While worst in central 
Canada — a study commis¬ 
sioned by the National 
Coalition Against Contra¬ 
band Tobacco revealed al¬ 
most half of all cigarettes 
bought in Ontario are con¬ 
traband — it’s spreading 
eastward. 

Hammoud claimed 30 
per cent of cigarettes in No¬ 
va Scotia are now illegally 
purchased. 

Michel Gadbois, vice-pres¬ 
ident of the association, 


said as a result, the govern¬ 
ment loses $2.4 billion in 
possible tax revenue each 
year, while last year’s $260- 
million loss in profits 
forced almost 13 per cent of 
Nova Scotia’s convenience 
stores to close, the third- 
highest loss in the country. 

“It’s coming here,” Gad¬ 
bois warned. “No one is pro¬ 
tected.” 

At a press conference at 
Dartmouth’s J.C’s Store, the 
group outlined a plan to re¬ 
duce 10 per cent of contra¬ 
band tobacco across Canada 
in 2010 by making this a 
priority for local MPs, police 
and teachers. 

The report also noted 
youth smoking as an issue. 
An April study alleged just 
over 20 per cent of butts in 
the area near the Halifax 
West High School came 
from contraband tobacco, 


though a spokesman for 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board had not heard of the 
study. 

However, Hammoud 
made it clear that conven¬ 
ience stores did not sell to¬ 
bacco to youth, with stores 
offering ID checks and qual¬ 
ity control. 

“We don’t want to see our 
children smoking,” said 
Hammoud. “We are parents 
too.” 

But Eileen Marsh, an em¬ 
ployee at J.C’s Store for 
about 10 years, isn’t opti¬ 
mistic about any plan. 

“I don’t know if there’s 
any win-win situation 
here,” said Marsh, 65. 

She said she works hard 
to make sure only adults 
purchase cigarettes. “We’re 
responsible for everybody’s 
children.” Adrian lee/

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said the province would 
not stand in the federal 
government's way should 
it decide to hold a seal cull 
on Sable Island.

A report commissioned 
by the Department of Fish¬ 
eries and Oceans last Au¬ 
gust examined the viabili¬ 
ty of a cull on Sable Island 
as a method of controlling 
a seal population that has 
grown to 300,000 from 
20,000 since the 1970s. 

The Coast newspaper 
obtained a copy of the re¬ 
port and published the — 
at times — gruesome lo¬ 
gistics of such a cull. In or¬ 
der to kill and dispose of 
220,000 seals over five 
years, the report recom¬ 
mends the transportation 
of modified wood chippers 


“The closing of these 
properties increases Kil- 
lam’s 2010 acquisitions to 
$54 million,” the Halifax- 
based company said in a 
news release.

Province seeks gaming input 

Public feedback will help create responsible gambling strategy

The provincial 
government is looking for 
public feedback in devel¬ 
oping a new responsible 
gaming strategy. 

Feedback collected at a 
new website, www.gov.ns 
.ca/gamingstrategy, will be 
considered as the province 
develops a five-year re¬ 
sponsible gaming strategy 
for 2011 to 2016. 

The gaming strategy ad¬ 
visory committee will in¬ 
clude deputy ministers 
from finance, health, 
health promotion and pre¬ 
vention, labour, and is 


spearheaded by former 
provincial Tory Ron L’Es- 
perance. 

CEOs from both the Of¬ 
fice of Aboriginal Af¬ 
fairs and the Nova 
Scotia Gaming Cor¬ 
poration will also sit 
on the committee. 

The strategy will 
review areas includ¬ 
ed in the previous 
government’s 2005 
strategy, including 
the business of gam¬ 
ing, problem gambling 
prevention and treatment, 
and accountability. But the 
new strategy will also ad¬ 
dress more contemporaiy 
concerns, such as internet 
gambling. 


“We’ve opened up the 
website to allow everybody 
and anybody in Nova Sco¬ 
tia to have their say, to 
know who to con¬ 
tact,” said Finance 
Minister Graham 
Steele. 

“We’re interested 
in all points of view, 
its part of the back¬ 
ground to develop¬ 
ing a good gaming 
strategy.” 

Questions con¬ 
cerning the province’s 
commitment to responsi¬ 
ble gambling have been 
swirling since Mark Aniels- 
lci, a consultant whose 
gambling study was 
shelved in December, ac¬ 


cused provincial bureau¬ 
crats of killing his report. 

Anielslci told the Canadi¬ 
an Press he felt the 
province was concerned 
about liability. “If you 
somehow imply here were 
six suicides due to prob¬ 
lem gambling, there may 
be a ... liability challenge 
here,” he said. 

“I can understand why 
people would be very nerv¬ 
ous about this report com¬ 
ing out.” 

Anielslci’s draft has not 
been released to the pub¬ 
lic. Labour Minister Mari¬ 
lyn More cited questions 
about Anielslci’s methodol¬ 
ogy as the reason for with¬ 
holding the draft.

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83% want smaller HRM 
council, new poll finds 


survey New polling data 
suggests the vast majority 
of HRM residents want a 
smaller regional council. 

Eighty-three per cent of 
respondents in a poll con¬ 
ducted by Halifax-based 
Corporate Research Associ¬ 
ates felt the size of Halifax 
regional council should be 
decreased. Of those who 
felt the number of council¬ 
lors should be decreased, 
62 per cent suggested a 
council of 15 or less. 

Those are significantly 
higher numbers than 
found by a poll conducted 
last month by Bristol Om¬

Rivals gird to fight Apple as

Not sure whether you 
need or can afford one of 
Apple’s iPad tablet 
computers?

Smugglers have been 
spiriting Haitian quake 
orphans out of the country 
to become sex slaves in 
the Dominican Republic, 
authorities say. 

A Mountie just back 
from Haiti says authorities 
have uncovered so-called 
“safe houses,” where pred¬ 
ators hide children before 
whisking them over the 
border. 

The perpetrators pose as 
aid workers or even work 
for legitimate charities, 
specifically to gain access 
to children, said RCMP Sgt. 
Lana Prosper. 

Investigators suspect 
some of those preying on 
desperate children in Haiti 
also peddled child-sex 
videos found online from 
Sri Lanka, Thailand and 
other countries. 

It’s just a matter of time 
before videos of young 
Haitian quake victims sur¬ 
face, said Prosper, just 
home from a month in 
Haiti. 

“Since we’ve been there 
and since we’ve been 
back, there have been 
groups of children found 
at the border in so-called 
safe houses,” she said. 

“People put children in¬ 
to these homes and then 
wait till darkness to get 
them across the border. 

It’s happening.” 

Prosper says these peo¬ 
ple are “pure evil.” They 
inflict pain and 
humiliation, damaging in¬ 
nocent minds and young 
bodies. 

Prosper’s team worked 
in Port-au-Prince, helping 
police protect children 
after the Jan. 12 
earthquake, which killed 
230,000 people.

Obama’s words marked 
a clear shift of emphasis 
for an administration that 
previously had said it was 
generally “in charge” but 
there were limits to what 
it could do — and that oil 
giant BP was responsible 
for stopping the flow and 
cleaning up the disastrous 
damage. 

He also said he regret¬ 
ted not pushing BP sooner 
to release underwater 
video footage of the leak 


planned exploratory drilling 
off the coasts of Alaska and 
Virginia and ordering a halt to 
33 exploratory deep-water 
rigs in the Gulf of Mexico. 

and not realizing that oil 
companies did not have

Indonesian district cracks down on Muslim women's dress

Authorities in a devoutly 
Islamic district of Indone¬ 
sia’s Aceh province have 
distributed 20,000 long 
skirts and prohibited 
shops from selling tight 
dresses as a regulation 
banning Muslim women 
from wearing revealing 
clothing took effect Thurs¬ 
day. 

The long skirts are to be 
given to Muslim women 
caught violating the dress 
code during a two-month 
campaign to enforce the 
regulation, said Ramli 
Mansur, head of West Aceh 
district. 

Islamic police will deter¬ 
mine whether a woman’s 
clothing violates the dress 
code, he said. 

During raids Thursday, Is¬ 
lamic police caught 18 
women travelling on mo¬ 
torbikes who were wearing 
traditional headscarves but 
were also dressed in jeans. 
Each woman was given a 
long skirt and her pants 
were confiscated. They 
were released from police 
custody after giving their 
identities and receiving ad¬ 


vice from Islamic preach¬ 
ers. 

“I am not wearing sexy 
outfits, but they caught me 
like a terrorist only because 
of my jeans,” said Imma, a 
40-year-old housewife who 
uses only one name. She ar¬ 
gued that wearing jeans is 
more comfortable when 
she travels by motorbike. 

Motorbikes are common¬ 
ly used by both men and 
women in Indonesia. 

“The rule applies only to 
Muslim residents in West 


Aceh,” Mansur told The As¬ 
sociated Press. “We don’t 
enforce it for non-Muslims, 
but are asking them to re¬ 
spect us.” 

He said any shopkeepers 
caught violating restric¬ 
tions on selling short skirts 
and jeans would face a revo¬ 
cation of their business li¬ 
censes.

Tobacco companies targeting 
young women, report claims

About 80 per cent of the 
world’s estimated one bil¬ 
lion smokers are men, but 
more women are picking 
up the habit in some coun¬ 
tries as flavoured products 
and glossy feminine pack¬ 
aging cater to them. Na¬ 
tionwide surveys in 
Bangladesh, Thailand and 
Uruguay found that fe¬ 
males aged 15 to 24 were 
more aware of tobacco 
marketing than older 
women, suggesting that ad¬ 
vertising is directed at 
them. 

The data were the first 
batch to be analyzed from 
the Global Adult Tobacco 
Survey, a large sampling of 


• The World Health Organi¬ 
zation has estimated that the 
rate of female smokers 
worldwide will double by 
2025, from about nine per 
cent in 2007. The current 
male smoking rate of about

14 developing countries 
that hopes to provide a 
clearer picture of how to¬ 
bacco is used and promot¬ 
ed.

Crown had 
decided to appeal the ac¬ 
quittal, claiming the trial 
judge had erred in law by 
failing to consider whether 
hiring a hit man was a “pro¬ 
portionate” response to 
whatever duress she was 
under. 

But now that I’ve finally 
read Justice David Farrar’s 
26-page decision, I have no 
problem with his conclu¬ 
sion. Instead, I have an en¬ 
tirely different problem — 


and question. 

Let’s start with Michael 
Martin Ryan. 

He’s “a manipulative, 
controlling and abusive 
husband (who) sought at 
every turn to 
control the 
actions of his 
wife,” the 
judge’s deci¬ 
sion reads. 

He cut her 
off from fami¬ 
ly, friends, 
even co-work¬ 
ers, put a gun 
to her head 
on several oc¬ 
casions, threatened to kill 
her and their daughter, 


then “dig a trench and put 
them in and pile garbage 
on top.” 

When Ryan suggested a 
divorce, he warned: “Don’t 
test me, I will destroy you 
before I get a divorce.” 

When she did finally 
move out, the threats only 
intensified. She charged 
him with uttering threats. 
The charges were dropped. 


She called the RCMP nine 
times, victim services 11, 
and 911 once. On Feb. 17, 
2008, her husband showed 
up at her school and sat 
menacingly in her car. The 
Mounties were called. They 
told her it was a civil mat¬ 
ter; there was nothing they 
could do. 

Instead, six weeks later, 
having failed Ryan at eveiy 
turn, the RCMP decided to 
mount an expensive, so¬ 
phisticated sting operation, 
using an undercover officer 
to entrap a desperate, 
frightened woman into 
committing a crime for 
which she could be charged. 

Why? Unfortunately, that 
question won’t be ad¬ 
dressed during the upcom¬ 
ing appeal. But it’s a ques¬ 
tion that needs to be an¬ 
swered — if not by the 
Mounties, then certainly by 
the province’s justice min¬ 
ister.

CNN recently conducted a 
pilot study to determine 
young children’s attitude 
toward race, which raised 
many eyebrows. The sur¬ 
prising, yet critical find¬ 
ings pointed to a need for 
parents everywhere to 
teach children about val¬ 
ues and self-esteem much 
earlier than expected. 

To conduct the pilot 
study, CNN hired consult¬ 
ant Margaret Beale 
Spencer — a renowned 
child psychologist and re¬ 
searcher from the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago. The pic¬ 
tures of caricature dolls 


were juxtaposed in front 
of each child who partici¬ 
pated in the study. The 
dolls were identical except 
for one feature: The colour 
of their skin, which 
ranged from very light to 
veiy dark. 

More than 130 children 
from eight schools were 
asked questions about 
who the smart child was 
and who the mean child 
was. The study showed an 
overwhelming bias in 
favour of the white dolls 
among the white children 
in the study. Surprisingly, 
the same bias — though 
not nearly as strong — 
showed up in the black 
children. In other words, 
the darkest doll was most 
often identified as the 
“mean” and “dumb” child, 
while the lightest doll was 
identified as the nicest 
child and smartest one. 

One white mother was 


in tears as she watched her 
five-year-old daughter say 
the “white child is good 
because ‘I think she looks 
like me,”’ and said the 
black child is ugly because 
“she’s a lot darker.” The 
mom said she has never 
discussed race with her 
child. 

The CNN study drew 
thousands of comments af¬ 
terwards, including from a 
broad spectrum of profes¬ 
sionals. The consensus was 
that it is necessary to 
teach children about race 
issues during their toddler 
years, not leave them to 
come to their own conclu¬ 
sions, which evidently 
they do, based on whatev¬ 
er experiences they en¬ 
counter. 

Many pointed fingers at 
media stereotypes; this ar¬ 
gument can go on indefi¬ 
nitely. Although dialogue 
can lead to constructive 


change, more importantly 
the test reveals the expedi¬ 
tious rate young children 
absorb information, 

process it themselves, and 
the urgent necessity for 
parental involvement on 
teaching children values 
and healthy self-esteem be¬ 
fore conditioning occurs. 

The implications of the 
CNN race study are critical 
if we want our children to 
grow up with healthy self¬ 
esteem, regardless of 
colour. This can expand to 
any endowment like size 
and height. We all know 
how body image affects 
our children, even to the 
point of eating disorders. 
Given the implications of 
the CNN study, parental 
teaching overall is para¬ 
mount from an early age.

Rich NHL clubs 
don't have edge 
in draft: Study 

scouts Rich NHL clubs 
don’t necessarily draft 
better, according to a 
study published by Simon 
Fraser University. 

SFU business Prof. Peter 
Tingling, co-author of 
Feast or Famine: Does 
Wealth Help or Hinder In¬ 
novation in Sport? used 
the NHL draft to test the 
theory that wealthier NHL 
clubs are able to be more 
innovative. 

The conclusions of Tin¬ 
gling and co-researcher 
Kamal Masri aren’t going 
to make NHL scouts hap¬ 
py. They conclude being 
able to spend a lot of 
money on scouting 
doesn’t make a team 
more successful at the 
draft. 

“We looked at how 
much money the teams 
are worth, the quality of 
their decisions and we 
could basically find basi¬ 
cally no relationship 
whatsoever,” Tingling said 
Thursday from Burnaby, 
B.C. 

Dividing the 30 NHL 
clubs into five categories 
ranging from “filthy rich” 
to “fiscally challenged,” 
Tingling analyzed the 
draft decisions of teams 
from 1997 to 2004 and 
measured how many of 
those players actually 
made it into the NHL.

Call it a relaunch. Call it 
an overhaul. Call it a 
facelift. 

Whichever buzz word 
you choose, junior A hock¬ 
ey in metro has a whole 
new look. 

The Metro Marauders — 
formerly the Halifax Lions 
— were unveiled yesterday 
at a flashy press confer¬ 
ence at their new home 
rink, the Dartmouth Sport- 
splex, in the latest bid to 
keep the Maritime Junior A 
Hockey League alive in the 
circuit’s biggest yet most 
challenging market. 

“We wanted to really 
separate ourselves from 
any junior A hockey in the 
city in the past,” said Ma¬ 
rauders president Matt 
Hill. “We wanted to start 
fresh with our new team 
name, team logo, building 
and identity.” 

The Marauders want to 
do things differently than 
more than a half-dozen 
past incarnations of junior 
A hockey in the area that 
have struggled to build fan 
support over the past 
decade. 

The Lions, for example, 
finished 10th out of 11 
MJAHL teams in atten¬ 
dance last season with av¬ 
erage crowds of 473 at the 
Forum. But the Marauders 
say they have a strategy to

“We 
want to branch out, reach 
out with some different 
ideas, and do something 
different that hasn’t been 
seen before.” 

With the backing of ma¬ 
jor corporate sponsors 


such as McDonald’s and 
Molson Coors, the Maraud¬ 
ers plan to host home 
games on Fridays at 7 p.m. 
— carefully scheduled 
around the Mooseheads’ 
home dates — and want to 
build the fan base with lo¬ 
cal minor hockey players.

Importance of Eye Exams 


I f you think you don't need an eye exam 
unless you need glasses, you're not seeing 
the big picture. 

Dr. Jody Killoran is an eye care specialist 
and part owner of Family Vision Clinic, 
located on Tacoma Drive in Dartmouth. 
Killoran calls the eye exams at her clinic "full 
health assessments," and says they can 
detect a wide range of vision problems. 

"I think sometimes people just come here 
because they need glasses," said Killoran. 
"(But) we do full health assessments. We 
check for cataracts, we check for glaucoma 
... there's all kinds of different health issues 
that you can detect by an eye exam." 

Eye exams can detect more than just issues 
with vision, however. According to Killoran, 
recent developments in ocular health 
technology allow optometrists to detect more 
wide-spread health issues, like high blood 
pressure or high cholesterol. 

"(The eye) is one of the few places in the 
body we can actually look at your arteries 
and nerves," she said. "So (an eye exam) is 
a really good indication as to whether you 
have any vascular problems, high blood 
pressure, diabetes. Even if you have 
undiagnosed cholesterol, we can pick up 
plaques in your arteries inside the eye." 
Killoran said most healthy adults should have 
an eye exam every two years, regardless if 
they believe they have an issue or not. 
Young children, however, require more 
frequent testing. 


"Kids under 16 should have their eyes 
examined every year, because they grow so 
quickly," said Killoran. "Kids should have an 
eye exam by age three ... Children rarely 


come in telling me they can't see because they 
just assume everyone sees the way they do ... 
We're always comparing our vision to our 
friends, to our spouses - kids don't do that." 


Getting regular eye exams - even with 
people who have perfect vision - ensures 
there is nothing there that you're not seeing.

widespread viewing of television, has made 
a difference in some people's eye health. 

"There actually is a condition called 
computer vision syndrome - people definitely 
are getting more eye strain, more fatigue, 
from staring at any sort of terminal," said 
Killoran. "These things don't ruin your eyes 
... but unfortunately, they've done studies 
and we know looking at any sort of terminal 
... your blink rate drops about three times." 

Killoran explained that when your blink rate 
drops, your eyes tend to dry out a lot faster. 
Activities normally associated with office life, 
such as the consumption of copious amounts 
of caffeine and working under florescent 
lights, can exacerbate the problem by 
dehydrating your entire system. This leads to 
redder, dryer and scratchier eyes. 

Killoran said some of the lens companies 
Family Vision Clinic carries have now 
catered to the trend, creating special lenses 


for heavy computer users. 

"They've now designed a lens called an 
'anti-fatigue lens,"' said Killoran. "(They are) 
designed for people 20 to 40 (years old) 
who sit in front of computers all day." 

Staring at a screen for a long period of time 
is no different than using your other muscles 
for the same amount of time, according to 
Killoran. She said it's important to take 
breaks while working at any terminal for 
extended periods of time. 

"If you're staring at a computer screen for 
eight hours a day, it's no different from 
carrying a box around for eight hours a day 
- your muscles are going to fatigue," she 
said. "We have a little rule we tell most of 
our patients - 20-20-20. Every 20 minutes 
take a 20 second break and look at 
something 20 feet away. Because that's 
when you're eyes are relaxed."

D r. Jody Killoran had not heard of the term 'hipster' 
before.

Splice a melting pot

Polley is quick to ac¬ 
knowledge that she’s not 
particularly enamoured 
with monster movies, but 
this film offers much 
more than empty scares 
and it was the many lay¬ 
ers of the project that in¬ 
trigued her. 

“I want to be in films 
that have something to 
say or are innovative or 
push the envelope in 
some way and I feel like 
that can fit into any kind 
of film,” explained Polley.

Early on during the 
production of Forgetting 
Sarah Marshall, Nick 
Stoller decided he wanted 
to make another movie 
starring his then-relative 
unknown supporting cast. 

“During the first 
table read actually, 

I thought Jonah 
(Hill) and Russell 
(Brand) had 
amazing chem¬ 
istry,” said the 
sophomore di¬ 
rector. 

“I thought of this 
idea, pitched it and they 
both thought it was fun. 
They hadn’t done this kind 
of thing before.” 

Well, that’s not exactly 
true. After all, Brand 
played an obnoxious rock 
star named Aldous Snow 
in that 2008 comedy. Not 
coincidentally, he revives 


none other than Mr. Snow 
in Get Him to the Greek. 

“It didn’t make sense for 
Russell to be playing a 
new rock star since he just 
played a rock star in a 
movie that I directed so 
we thought we should 
spin it off,” admitted 
Stoller. 

But Brand’s familiarity 
with the role didn’t 
end there. A tale 
about a partying 
musician who is 
barely escorted 
from London to 
Hollywood 
alongside a 
meek executive 
(Hill), Snow walks a 
perilous, self-destructive 
path — not unlike the one 
Katy Perry’s fiance once 
travelled himself as a hero¬ 
in-addicted comedian. 

“I would sit down with 
him when I was writing 
the movie and basically in¬ 
terview him and ask him 
about addiction,” said 


Stoller. 

“I’d ask him what would 
cause him to fall off the 
wagon, what would he act 
like when he was an ad¬ 
dict, how would he treat 
his assistant if he wanted 


something.” 

If the comedy is any in¬ 
dication, his assistant was 
treated rather callously. 
But don’t mistake the neg¬ 
ligence of Aldous Snow for 
the Russell Brand of today. 


“Personality-wise he’s 
very different,” said 
Stoller. “(He’s) a very po¬ 
lite, charming guy who’s 
very effusive and talks a 
mile a minute and wants

As for Stoller, he’s now 
tonally rehabilitating him¬ 
self as he moves from R-rat- 
ed road flick to penning 
the new Muppet Movie 
with pal Jason Segel.

“When I opened my 
computer program and 
wrote ‘Kermit’ as a charac¬ 
ter I was like, ‘I can’t be¬ 
lieve I get to do this’.”

Kutcher in 
for the kill 


Star pulls no punches 
for action comedy

Ashton Kutcher pulled 
double duty for his latest 
film, the romantic 
comedy/action hybrid 
Killers. 

Not only does he star as a 
loving husband whose past 
as a CIA assassin comes 
back to haunt him and his 
clueless wife (Katherine 
Heigl), but he also served as 
producer on the film. 

And while he admits they 
didn’t finish on time or on 
budget, Kutcher is more 
than pleased with the re¬ 
sults. “As a producer, I’m ex-

tremely satisfied with the 
film,” he says. “We set out 
to make a movie that was a 
$100 million movie 
for $70 mil¬ 
lion. We got 
very, very 
close. I 
think we 
were a 
couple 
days over 
and a cou¬ 
ple dollars 
over, but we kept 
it pretty well close.” 

Of course, it wasn’t the 
smoothest of rides. Weath¬ 
er issues plagued the pro¬ 
duction from the begin¬ 
ning, Kutcher says, starting 


in the south of 
France. Nice, it turned 
out, was not so nice. 
“We got to Nice, 
France, and it was sup¬ 
posed to be sunny and 
beautiful, but it was freez¬ 
ing and windy, and we 
were on a yacht that was 
pitching,” he says. 

“And then we got to At¬ 


lanta and, in the middle of 
the night, one of our gener¬ 
ators got struck by light¬ 
ning, so it just shut us 
down. And it rained and 
rained and rained. We got 
fogged out one night. 
Every single time one of 
those things happened, we 
just had to completely re¬ 
jigger what we were doing, 


in order to make the 
movie, make it on time 
and make it on budget.” 

As much as he’s seen liv¬ 
ing the Hollywood lifestyle 

— and Twittering about it 

— Kutcher’s producing 
work keeps his schedule 
pretty full. 

“People are most 
shocked and most in disbe¬ 


lief that I go to the office 
every day. I have a job,” he 
says. “When I’m not acting 
on a movie, I go to work, 
first thing in the morning. 
I’m at work at eight o’clock 
in the morning, and I get 
home from work at seven 
o’clock at night.” 

Of course, the acting 
still comes first, and play¬ 
ing a trained assassin in 
Killers meant a decent 
amount of stunt work. 
While Kutcher did rely on 
a stunt man for much of 
the film — “I’m not as 
awesome as Tom Cruise,” 
he says. “I don’t jump 
through glass” — he still 
wanted to be prepared. 

“I did some fight train¬ 
ing. I learned Krav Maga, 
Muay Thai and Kali, which 
is a Filipino knife fighting,” 
he says. “And then I real¬ 
ized that I should have 
learned how to movie fight 
because on the first fight 
scene, I knocked out a 
stunt guy. I felt really bad 
about that. And then I 
kicked [co-star] Rob [Riggle] 
in the face. I hurt a lot of 
people. I should have just 
let the stunt guy do every¬ 
thing.”

review Mao’s Last Dancer 
is one of those “inspira¬ 
tional true story” movies 
custommade to be crowd 
pleasers. 

The Australian produc¬ 
tion is headed by Driving 
Miss Daisy director Bruce 
Beresford and is even based 
on an autobiography by the 
central character. 

The pedigree suggests 
heartwarming schmaltz 
and the filmmakers deliver. 
As long as you aren’t ex¬ 


pecting anything more 
than that, the movie will 
warm your blackened 
heart. 

The film tells the tale of 
ballet dancer Li Cunxin, 
who grew up in rural 
poverty in Mao’s commu¬ 
nist China before being se¬ 
lected for the national bal¬ 
let school. 

His considerable skills 
soon led him to become 
the first dancer allowed to 
leave China to study in 
America. 

He quickly adjusts to the 
new country’s charm and 
falls in love with a lovely 
waspy ballerina. 

When he tries to many 
his way into American citi¬ 
zenship the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment throws a hissy fit, 
transforming Li into an im¬ 
portant political figure as 
well as a beloved dancer. 


The story is touching 
and powerful, with a nice 
cast led by award win¬ 
ning dancer Chi Cao, who 
combines forces with di¬ 
rector Bruce Beresford to 
create some beautifully 
choreographed dance se¬ 
quences. 

That said, the slow bum 
two-hour mnning time can 
be a little butt-numbing 
and the sentimentality is 
laid on so thick that it will 
inevitably irritate audi¬ 
ences with even an ounce 
of cynicism. 

Fortunately, the central 
story is so sweet and the 
cast so carefully assembled 
that it’s hard not to be 
charmed by the film.

Winterleep 
finds dark side

If there's one thing 
Wintersleep doesn't want 
to be accused of, it's being 
a brooding band. The Hali- 
fax-cum-Montreal five- 
piece know their music is 
dark, but that's where 
their moodiness ends. 

“We’re not bleak people,” 
says singer Paul Murphy on 
the phone from Toronto’s 
Hyatt Hotel. “We have this 
dark channel we turn on, 
but it’s not about being p— 
edoff.” 

He’s right, the band isn’t 
angiy, but they sometimes 
have a twisted way of look¬ 
ing at the world. On Ency¬ 
clopedia, the second track 
off the band’s latest album, 
New Inheritors, Murphy 
sings about a character who 
“was flat on his back on the 
beach in the freezing sand.” 
By the end of the song Mur¬ 
phy wonders if he’s still 
alive and, when he realizes 
he is he asks, “what’s it 
worth?” 

There’s also a bit of hope¬ 
fulness, in a roundabout 
way. On Terrible Man he 
talks about a 27-year-old 
who’s afraid of aging and 
has female problems. He 
doesn’t get the girl, but in 
the end seems calmly re¬ 
signed with his lot in life. 

Murphy says all that 
gloominess is a “means to 
an end, where the end is 
not necessarily bleak but 
it’s the way of getting

there.” 

While Murphy says that 
much of the words came 
from a personal place, out¬ 
side influences — the col¬ 
lapsing economy, wars and 
other world issues that oc¬ 
curred since they released 
their last record, the Juno- 
winning Welcome to the 
Night Sky — also account 
for some of the unhappier 
subject matter. 

“This record isn’t about 
Iraq or 9/11,” says Murphy, 
“but this sort of stuff will 
leak into the songwriting 


and the mood. It’s part of 
eveiybody’s existence.” 

Musically the band is at 
their strongest. They tackle 
a range of sounds from pep¬ 
py indie rock on Black Cam¬ 
era to epic, atmospherics 
on Baltic. But it’s on opener 
Experience the Jewel where 
the band has evolved the 
most — it’s the first time 
they’ve used strings, and or¬ 
chestral arrangements cre¬ 
ated by Belle & Sebastian’s 
Mick Cooke no less. 

“We felt there was some 
room for strings on the 
song,” Murphy explains. 
“We could have done more 
but we didn’t want to go 
crazy. We don’t have a 
string section that we tour 
with. 

“We’ve never done that 
before,” he adds. “We 
thought it would be neat to 
have it on songs that we felt 
could maybe use a lift.”

N ow that Canadians 
are taking delivery 
of their iPads, let’s 
look at what 
Steve’s device could mean 
for music:

• And why stop at 
movies and TV? Now that 
the iBook store is here, 
why not assemble sound¬ 
tracks for books? Can you 
imagine what Nick Horn¬ 
by’s Hi-Fidelity would 
sound like? 

• Radio will evolve. 
We’re moving closer and 
closer to a time where all 
content will be available 
on demand. Why not on- 
demand radio? You contin¬ 
ue with your real-time 
over-the-air broadcast, but 
you also make everything 
available to your audience 
so they can consume what 
you do on their terms.

Too many flops, and you get that name 
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Eric Balfour in shooting yet Paula Marshall’s latest series 
another series. was just cancelled. 


The term “showkiller” can 
send a chill down the 
spine of any TV star. Just 
ask Eric Balfour. 

The California native is 
among a handful of actors 
and actresses who have 
occasionally been singled 
out by critics as 
“showlcillers” — people 
who practically guarantee 
a series will not catch on 
with audiences. 

“I kept auditioning for 
television shows that went 
to pilot, the network 
picked it up and it went on 
the air,” says Balfour, cur¬ 
rently shooting the Show¬ 
case and Syfy drama Haven 
in Nova Scotia. 

“For whatever reason, 
those shows didn't stay on 
the air. And there was a 
moment when everyone 
went, ‘Oh, it's Eric...’” 

Landing a role in a Dick 
Wolf legal drama in 2006 
seemed like Balfour’s tick¬ 
et to renewal. But when 
even Conviction failed to 
win a renewal verdict, crit¬ 
ics pounced, and that 
seems unfair, says Balfour. 
He argues that he has no 
control over writing, pro¬ 
ducing or scheduling, sug¬ 
gesting, “people in the 
press sometimes can be 
malicious and sensation¬ 
al.” 

Part of the showkiller 
rap can be blamed on the 
semi-annual network press 
tours in Los Angeles, 
where cast members and 
producers are paraded out 
on stages each new season. 


In good company 

• All of the actors on the long- 
running hit Friends were in 
flops before striking sitcom 
gold. Matthew Perry, who re¬ 
turns in the NBC mid-season 
series Mr. Sunshine next sea¬ 
son, was pretty much ignored 
on such forgotten comedies as 
Second Chance, Sydney and 
Flome Free. Matt LeBlanc, 
coming back to TV in the cable 


Many critics in that room 
keep seeing the same faces 
every year, and after a few 
flops, the “showkiller” tag 
starts to surface. 

Paula Marshall is a 
prime example. While her 
press tour appearances are 
usually winners, she seems 
to have bad luck landing a 
series that sticks. Critics 
generally rooted for her in 
the 1998-99 series Cupid, 
but it was cancelled after 
15 episodes. 

Within eight years, she 
starred in six different se¬ 
ries that lasted less than a 
season, including Snoops 
(1999) and Hidden Hills 
(2002). Gary Unmarried 
was her first series to be 
picked up past the first 
season; it was just can¬ 
celled at CBS. 


series Episodes, suffered 
through TV 101 , Top of the 
Fleap and Vinnie & Bobby. 

• Flollywood A-Lister George 
Clooney paid his dues in sever¬ 
al short-lived shows before 
breaking through in ER. Fie 
even appeared in a previous 
hospital series called E/R as 
well as such forgotten shows 
as Baby Talk. 


The good news for ac¬ 
tors like Balfour and Mar¬ 
shall is that Hollywood 
casting agents keep seek¬ 
ing out these same actors 
for series roles. Many of 
the stars recently an¬ 
nounced for the upcom¬ 
ing 2010-11 TV season are 
familiar faces, with 
William Shatner, Tom Sel- 
leclc and Jim Belushi all 
part of the mix. 

You wouldn't call Ed As- 
ner a showkiller, but be¬ 
yond his two long-running 
hits, The Maiy Tyler Moore 
Show and Lou Grant, he 
has had roles in a dozen 
flops, including The Bronx 
Zoo, Center of the Uni¬ 
verse and Studio 60 on the 
Sunset Strip. 

Popular TV stars such as 
Robert Urich (Vegas, 
Spenser for Hire) and Har¬ 
ry Morgan (MASH) also had 
more misses than hits. 
Even Bob Newhart struck 
out before and after his sit¬ 
com classics of the ’70s 
and ’80s. 

The showkiller tag even 
pre-dates TV itself. 
Katharine Hepburn was 
dismissed as “box office 
poison” back in the ’30s 
before enjoying a long, Os¬ 
car-winning career.

Perfecting the sting 

Master distiller shares scotch appreciation rules

I find scotch a little hard 
to swallow. Straight 
scotch is tough to drink 
and stings going down. It 
makes you wonder why 
people drink it. 

As it turns out, I’m not 
alone. Even Ian Millar, the 
master distiller and brand 
ambassador for Glenfid¬ 
dich, likes his scotch with a 
couple drops of water in it. 
That takes the sting from 
the alcohol and helps bring 
out the toffee and caramel 
flavours. 

“It changes it hugely,” 
said Millar, when we sat 
down at Tosca Ristorante in 
downtown Ottawa, Ont, to 
sample Glenfiddich’s 12, 
15, and 18-year-old scotch¬ 
es. 

However, the bite when 
swallowed is a part of the 
drinking experience. 
Scotch is meant to be taken 
in small quantities, he said 
— two, maybe three glass¬ 
es, over the course of an 
evening, and that’s it. 

“It’s not about knocking 
it back to get drunk,” he 
said. “It’s just to gentle you 
down. A couple whiskies a 
night is good enough. 
You’re comfortable. You 
can’t drive home but you’re 
still going to be okay the 


next morning.” 

There are no rules to 
drinking scotch, but Millar 
suggests drinking it at 
room temperature or 
slightly warmer in order to 
bring out the flavours in 
the scotch. 

Millar even wraps his 
hands around his glass to 
transfer his body heat to 
the liquid. When it’s 
warmed up a bit, a light 
pear flavour should be de¬ 
tectable also, he said. 

“That’s why single malt 
doesn’t really work with 
ice,” said Millar. “But it does 
in hot countries on very hot 
days.” 

According to the law, all 


single-malt scotch must be 
in its cask for at least three 
years. The distilling process 
involves a delicate balance 
of liquids matured in Euro¬ 
pean and American Oak 
casks, that add something 
different to the flavour, said 
Millar. 

In the 15-year-old Scotch, 
they use virgin American 
oak casks to inject a layer 
of honey sweetness, Euro¬ 
pean oak to infuse it with a 
hint of raisin; and ex-bour- 
bon casks to add some 
spice to the mix. 

“If you’re going to have a 
scotch before breakfast, 
this is a good one,” joked 
Millar. 


An 18-year-old scotch is 
going to have much more 
flavour and aroma because 
it has spent six more years 
in the cask. 

Glenfiddich does special 
editions of older vintages. 
This year in Canada, they 
are releasing two bottles of 
50-year-old scotch. One bot¬ 
tle is available to only those 
with $30,000 lying around. 
The other bottle though 
will be opened for a special 
tasting event at the Fair¬ 
mont Banff Springs. The 
only way to take part in 
that is to win a spot from 
the “North of 50” Father’s 
Day contest, open now at 
glenfiddich.ca.

1/3 cup sliced almonds, 
toasted 

METHOD: 

1. In pot, bring broth, rice, 


onion, 1 tsp garlic, chili 
powder, salt, turmeric, 
pepper and bay leaf to 
boil. Cover; simmer 20 
minutes or until rice is 
tender. Discard bay leaf. 

2. In skillet, stir peppers, 
onions, parsley, basil, 
thyme, pepper sauce and 
remaining garlic in butter 
over medium-high heat 2 
minutes.

Remove from heat. Add 
rice. 

3. In another skillet, stir
